the production of mutton and wool of 
the highest quality. In most of the 
provinces there is an abundance of 
waste lands admirably suited to the 
raising of sheep. Furthermore, there 
are many farms, particularly in west- 
ern Canada, that as yet are carrying 
no flocks. In eastern Canada on mixed 
farm lands and in the grain belt of 
western Canada the small flock of ten 
to fifty ewes is generally kept. These 
flocks can be maintained at little ex- 
pense and return an excellent revenue 
for the labor required and money in- 
vested. In the rougher parts of east- 
ern Canada and in some districts of 
Manitoba larger flocks of from one to 
several hundred head are kept under 
semi-ranching conditions, often by 
new settlers who may have beeu 
originally miners or fishermen, Many 
suitable areas are still available for 
the carrying of flocks of this size. In 
south-western Saskatchewan, south- 
ern and parts of northern Alberta, and 
in Brilish Columbia, sheep ranching is 
practised quite cxtensively, but even 


in these provinces there are tracts of 


land awaiting ranching or seml- 
ranching purposes. On western farm 
lands, by utilizing stubble pickings, 
supplemented by a forage crop with a 
short finishing period of grain, 
farmer could market choice market 
lambs towards the end of December. 

The labor attached to sheep ra{sing 
is not great and is more or less sea- 
sonal, lending itself readily to the or- 
der of events where grain farming fs 
the major farm activity. 
cost of a sizable flock is not large, and 
so if the best returns are not made at 
the start, the loss is not likely to be 
heavy. ‘Expensive buildings are un- 
necessary for sheep and a cheap pole 
and straw shed is ample. No animal 
has a higher value for weed destruc- 
tlon than sheep. The sheep provides 
two sources of revenue annually, The 
lamb pays for its keep the first year 
with its fleece and at two years pro- 
duces both wool and lamb. Statistic: 
ally, the wool situation could not be 
better for the shortage of wool during 
the past year has been reflected in 
price values to the extent of around 
10 cents for the lower grades and up 
to 15 cents or better for the finer 
wool. The prospects are that the 
sheep men in the business have sev- 
eral good years ahead. 

The Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments have repeatedly drawn at- 
tention to the possibilities for sheep 
ranching in this country through 
bulletins by the various agricultural 
departments. The Natural Resources 
Intelligence Service of the Department 
of the Interior, at Ottawa, has also 
published a report on the woollen in- 
dustry and quile recently has issued a 
map showlng in graphic form the ex- 
tent and location of the various arcas 
in Canada adapted from the stand- 
point of food supplies and climate for 
shtep ranching, copies of which are 
available, without charge, to those in- 
terested. A complete summary of the 
number and location of knitting mills 
fs also shown on this map. 

In this connection it may be inter- 
esting (o quote a well known British 
authority with respect to the cflelency 
of Canadian woollen amills, namely 
Mr. Alfred I’, Baker, professor of Tex- 
tlle Industries at Leeds University, 
who, following a visit of inspection to 
Canada. and the United States in 1919, 
sald: . 

“Upon The whole, the Canadian wool 
mills come up to the best Yorkshire—- 


come few Yorkshire mills are better, 


many are yery Jnuch worse. Quite a, 


considerable part of Canada is so for- 
tunate in clhaatie conditions that cven 
In spinning and weaving no special ar- 
rengements, other than those made in 
Yorkshire, for example, are adopted. 

“Hosiery mills are in evidence In 
every textile district of the Dominion 
and the equipment of those mills 
leaves little to be destred, The hosiery 
mills of the United States are possibly 
behind the hosiery mills of Canada, 
{n fact some of the Canadian hosters 
mille cannot be beaten.”

Garnet Wheat is a Success 


Ripens Ten Days Earlier Than Mar- 
quis Wheat 

Garnet wheat has proved itself 
equal to its reputation, says the ex- 
perts of the, Federal Department of 
Agriculture, Elon. W. R. Motherwell, 
Minister of Agriculture, avers that the 
reports from scores of farmers who 
grew Garnet wheat Inst year are 
unanimous on the one vital claim of 
the wheat—that it ripens ten days 
earller than Marquis. It is, therefore, 
highly suitable for growing along tho 
northern Httoral of the wheat belt. 
And it was to farmers In those north- 
ern latitudes that the Government 
sent seed for planting. Yields have 
also been high. One farmer, having 
only twelve acres available for sow- 
Ing, harvested 64 bushels to the acre 
—a crop worth $2,000.

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Western Rye Grains 


Best Hay Crop In Sections Where 
Molsture is not Abundant 

Western rye grass has established 
{{self as a valuable hay and pasture 
crop for the sectlons of the prairie 
provinces where moisture fs not abun- 
dant enough to permit of the success- 
ful growing of timothy. Recent tests 
of the grass at the Lacombe, Alberta, 
Experimental Station, have fully borne 
out expectations as to the value of this 
fodder. In competition with Brome 
grass, dlfferent.stralns of timothy, nnd 
with Kentucky blue grass, western ryo 
grass was easily first, outyielding the 
other grasses by a considerable mar- 
gin. 

It is interesting to note in thls con- 
nection that of the strains of rye 
grass tested in the experiments, 
“Grazer,” a variety developed by the 
Central Farm at Ottawa, outylelded 
the commercial varieties used. Yet, 
according to the latest report of the 
Dominion Agrostologist, there have 
been new varieties recently developed 
at the Central Farm which appear to 
be considerably heavier yielding than 
“Grazer.” It is therefore expected 
that within a very few years further 
straing will be generally available 
that will produce more profitable 
yleldg than those in use at present. 


Second Largest Wheat Crop 


Alberta Harvested 113,120,000 Bushels 
of Wheat in 1926 

In 1926 the Province of Alberta har- 
vested 113,120,000 bushels of wheat, 
the second largest crop in its history. 
In 1925 the wheat erop totalled 102,- 
935,000 bushels. The 1926 crop gave 
an average yield of 18% bushels to 
the aere for the province as a whole, 
though in the Peaco River district the 
average was 20 bushels, with many 
fields yielding as high as 380 and 40 
bushels. 

The total market value of agricul- 
tural production, including game and 
furs, in Alberta last year, has been

Colonization Association on January 
1, 1925, a total of 1,661 families have 
been settled, taking up 402,566 acres

Research work of the highest in- 
portane to all the wheat farmers of 
Western Canada in regard to the pro- 
blem of damp and tough grain is to 
be carried out at the three Pralrio 
unfversities and the Dominion Grain 
Research Laboratory at Winnipeg, 
under the direction of the National 
Research Council of Canada. 

About a year ago the National 
Research Council appointed an 
soclate committee on grain research 
to look into varloug important prob- 
lems connected with the production 
and marketing of grain. At its or 
ganization meeting last year, this 
committee drew up a comprehensive 
program of investigation, particularly 


as 


with regard to wheat, Involying fac 
tors affecting milling and baking qual- 
{ty, commerclal grading, and certala 
disease problems. 

A special mecting of this commit- 
tee was held in Winnipeg recently for 
the purpose of consulting with the 
Board of Grain Commissioners and 
representatives of the Wheat Pool in 
regard to the pressing problem of 
damp and tough grain. The meeting 
was held in the office of the grain 
board. There were present, repre- 
sefiting the grain board: Commission- 
erg Boyd, Robinson and Snow, secre- 
tary Rathbone and Dr. &. J. Buchard, 
chemist of the board; representing 
the National Research Council Asso- 
clate Committee, Dr. J. M. Terry, 
president of the National Research 
Couneil, Dr. R. Newton, professor of 
agronomy, University of Alberta; Dr. 
T. Thorvaldson, professor of echem- 
listiy. University of Saskatchewan; 
land YT. J. Harrison, professor of field 
husbandry, University of Manitoba; 
representing the Grain Appeals Board, 
Mr. George Serls; representing the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, Messrs. . 
Il. Marsh, Brooks Cotton and A, F, 
Sproule; representing the Central Sel- 
ling Ageney, W. A, MacLeod. 

The meeting discussed the basis for 
the spread in prices petween straight 
grades and tough or damp grades and 
the possible effects on milling and 
baking quality of the methods of dry- 
ing now employed, These two ques- 
tions were considered of urgent im- 
portance on account of the vary largo 
amount of damp and tough grain com- 
ing on the market this year. Due to 
the great uncertainty on these two 
points [It was decided to undertake at 
once an investigation of the whole 
matter. The members of the grain 
board and the representatives of tho 
Wheat ‘Pool assured the committee 
lthat all necessary facilities for carry- 
fing out this investigation in existing 
idrying plants would be made avail- 
‘able, and that the committee would 
have the hearty co-operation of both 
bodies. 

The first step to be undertaken will 
be a survey of the methods now em- 
ployed in grain drying. This will be 
followed by a comparative study of 
the different methods, with a view to 
determining which {fs most advanta- 
gcous from the pplnt of view 
of economy and the resulting quality 
of the dried product. It is believed by 
| members of the research council that 
this investigation wiil also provide a 
more satisfactory basts on which to 
determine an equitable spread in price 
between the different grades. 

In order to make the Investigation 
as thoroughgoing as possible, the uni- 
versities of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta will act In co-operation 
with the Dominion Grain Research 
Laboratory at Winnipeg ‘and with tho 
lother agencies concerned. Milling and 
| baking test laboratories of the most 
modern type have already been in 
stalled at the universities of Alberta 
and Saskatehewaa, and the Universils 
of Manitoba fs in process of Installing 
the same equipment. Tests wlll be re 
peated in all these laboratories so that 
there may be no question of the com-

Surprising Degree of Success Attained 
by Architects 

Years of hard work on the part of 
architects and ingentous co-operative 
financial arrangements carried out by 
churchmen have made it possible to 
reconstruct with a surprising degree 
of success many of the French church- 
es which were damaged by shell fire 
during the war. Some will never be 
j restored, because in some cases they 
[were completely destroyed. 

The most notable of these wartorn 
edifices, of course, is the Rheims 
Cathedral, toward the reconstruction 
of which John D, Rockefeller Jr., has 
given $4,000,000. Thus endowed, the 
work has sone on satisfactorily, the 
results being better than some had 
j hoped for.

,Canadians Consume More Butter Than 
Any Other Country 
Canadians eat more butter than the 
‘people of any other country. The per 
capita consumption in Canada has 
been computed at 27 pounds. In the 
United Slates it is 17 pounds, F 

While the provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec are the ‘largest producers of 
butter In Canada, the output of tho 
three prairie provinces of Western 
Canada now totals about one-third of 
the production for all the Dominion. 
At present Western Canada provides 
‘most of the butter exported from Can- 
jada. Last year the shipments from 
ithe prairie provinces amounted to 
fabout 1,500 minimum cars or about 
130,000,000 pounds. Twelve years ago 
ithe Canadian West was importing 200 
‘cars of butter annually.
